U  C  H  hath  been  done  in  the  pre- 
fent  century  towards  illuftrating 
the  prophecies  in  the  Old  Tefta- 
ment  relating  to  the  Mefliah ;  and 
the  juftnefs  of  applying  them  to  the  great 
Founder  of  our  religion  hath  in  many  in- 
ftances  been  fliewn  in  a  clear  and  decifive 
manner  J  but  a  great  deal  more  ftill  remains 
to  be  done.  Our  lateft  and  beft  interpre- 
ters, though  they  have  greatly  improved  on 
the  labours  of  thofc  who  have  gone  before 
them,  yet  have  left  enough  to  be  done  by 
thofe  who  fucceed  them.  The  obfcurity  and 
uncertainty,    which    mull    necefTarily   attend

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upon  prophecy,  are  only  to  be  removed  by 
frequent  and  gradual  attempts;  and  perhaps 
the  full  light,  which  it  is  intended  to  convey 
Xo  the  world,  may  not  break  forth  in  all  its 
fprendor,  till  the  great  defigns  of  Providcacc 
arc  accomplillied,  and  the  *  myflcry  of  God  it. 
Jinijhed. 

This  being  undoubtedly  true  of  prophecy 
in  general,  it  will  not,  I  truft,  cxpole  me  to 
the  charge  of  rafhnefs  and.  prefumption,  if  I 
exhibit  the  prophecy,  a  part  of  which  I  have 
juft  now  repeated  to  you,  as  one  of  thofc 
which  may  require  a  further  review  j  nor  can. 
it  be  thought  an  impropriety  to  exhibit  it 
now,  as  the  occafion  of  our  prefent  meeting 
fs,  I  think,  clofely  connedled  with  it,  and  as 
we  are  contributing,  though,  I  fear,  in  a  very 
imperfcd:  manner,  to  its  completion. 

But,  in  order  to  illuftrate  this  connedion^ 
which  will  be  the  principal,  bufmefs  of  the 
following  difcourfe,  it  is  unneceflary  for  me 
to  enlarge  on  the  explications  v^^hich  have 
hitherto  been  given  of  it.  It  will  be  fuffi- 
cient  for  me  to  obferve  in  a  few  words,  that 
Chpftian  interpreters  have  almoft  unanimoufly 

agreed* 
•  Rev.  X.  7, 
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agreed  to  apply  it  to  the  MciTiah,  and  lljp- 
pofcd  it  to  furetell,  that  he  fliould  coino  into 
the  world  before  the  dcllriKflion  of  the  fecond 
temple,  and  fill  that  houfc  with  glory  by  his 
perfonal  appearance  in  it ;  and,  in  confcquencc 
of  this,  have  affirmed,  that  it  was  cxadlly  ful- 
filled by  our  Lord,  who  was  at  firfl  prefentcd 
in  the  temple,  as  the  law  required,  and  after- 
wards difplayed  all  thofe  marks  of  the  divine 
power,  with  whrch.  he  was  inverted,  and 
abundantly  made  up  for  the  want  of  magni- 
ficence and  fpiendor,  and  fome  other  eminent 
diftindions  peculiar  to  the  JewiHi  religion- 
and  wor/hip,  in  which,  it  was  vaflly  fupcriof 
to  that  of  Solomon. 

Now,  though  the  propriety  of"  applying  this 
prophecy  to  the  MefTiah.  wlio  was  the  great 
objedl  of  prophecy  in  the  Old  Teftantent,. 
cannot  reafonably  *  be  doubted  of;  and  it 
muft  be  allowed  that  fome  great  event  is  fore- 
told, which  was  to  be  fulfilled  by  him  ;  yet 
a  doubt  may  be'raifed,  whether  this  particular 
mode  of  applying  it  be  the  true  one.;  and  the- 
doubt  is  raifed  on  fuch  grounds  as  to  deferve 
to  be  ferioufly  removed  i  and  fomething  more 

•  H.'b.  xii.  26,  27. 
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is  ncccfTary  to  do  it,  than  an  appeal  to  the  un- 
warranted language  and  fanciful  diftin^flioni 
of  Jcwifli  Rabbins. 

Hut  I  barely  mention  this.  It  is  no  part  of 
my  defign,  nor  indeed  will  the  time  allow  mc 
to  difcufs  thif;  point.  I  can  only  take  the  li- 
berty to  propofc  what  I  apprehend  to  be  the 
true  meaning  of  the  prophecy,  and  (hew  what 
encouragement  it  gives  us  to  jicrfevcrc  in  pro- 
moting the  benevolent  purpofe  of  this  meet- 
ing. 

And  to  fpeak  plainly  and  without  any  fur- 
ther introdudion,  I  apprehend  the  prophecy, 
which  we  are  now  confidering,  hath  no  refe- 
rence either  to  the  birth  of  the  Mefliah,  or  to 
any  other  event  which  happened  at  or  near 
the  time  of  his  perfonal  appearance ;  but  is 
one  of  thofe,  which  reprefents  fomething  re- 
lative to  tlie  ftate  and  fortune  of  the  Jewifli 
and  Chriftian  churches  in  more  diftant  pe- 
riods ;  or,  as  the  Scriptures  exprefs  it,  in  the 
iattcr  days:  and  that  the  prophet,  when  he 
fays,  that  the  glory  of  the  latter  houfe  (hall 
be  greater  than  the  glory  of  the  former,  does 
not  intend  to  make  any  comparifon  between 
the  material  temples,  whatever  different  pre- 
tentions 
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tcnfions  each  of  them  may  have  had  j  but  is 
carried  on  by  the  fpirit  of  prophecy  to  take  a 
view  of  greater  and  more  diflant  objcif^s,  and 
to  compare,  in  the  ufual  language  and  figura- 
tive ftylc  of  oriental  eloquence,  the  difpcnCi- 
tion  of  religion  which  was  to  take  place  in  the 
kingdom  of  the  Mciiiah,  with  that  which  had 
been  eftablifhcd  by  Mofcs ;  which  had  a  clofc 
connedion  with  a  material  temple,  and  chiefly 
•  confided  •  of  carnal  ordinances,  mpofed  till  the 
time  of  reformation,  but  wa$  to  give  place,  when 
that  timejhould  come,  to  a  greater  and  more  per- 
ftSl  tabernacle  not  made  wiib  bands,  that  is  to 
fay,  not  of  this  building  ;  and  the  glory  and  ex- 
cellence of  which  was  in  every  rcfpedl  vallly 
to  exceed  the  glory  and  excellence  of  the  for- 
mer. 

This,,  it  feems,  is  a  fenfe,  in  which  this 
prophecy  may  be  underftood  ;  and  in  giving  it 
this  fenfe  there  is  nothing  but  what  is  cafy  and 
natural,  perfectly  agreeable  to  the  particular  bu- 
fmef8,  on  which  the  prophet  was  employed,  and 
to  the  general  defign  and  common  language  of 
prophecy  J,  and  open  to  no  other  difficulty  or 
•bjeaion,  but  what  wiU  arifc  from  the  novelty  ' 

of

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of  it,  and  from  prcjuJicc;j  jicrlupi  in  favour 
of  whit  lus  been  long  received  and  recom- 
mended by  great  authoritici. 

In  the  »"irft  place,  then,  it  Iii  an  cafy  and  na- 
tural fcnfc  of  the  prophecy,  and  perfc<f^ly 
agreeable  to  the  particular  bufmefs  on  which 
the  prophet  was  employed. 

The  Jews,  notwith (landing  the  favourable 
manner  in  which   they  had  at  fira  been  dif- 
luilled  the  PcrUan  court,  met  with  great  diffi- 
culties and  dilcouragemcnt  in  executing  th' 
comminion  which  they  had  obtained.     The 
building  of  the  temple,  by  the  intrigues  of  a 
powerful  faaiou,  had  been  interrupted  for  a 
confidcrablc  time,  aud  when  it  was  refumcd 
w.ent  on  but  Howly.     The  poverty  and  mean- 
pcfs  of  it  cxeited   melancholy  rcfledions   in 
tbofe,  who  had  feen  the  fplcndor  and  glory  of 
that  which  had  been  dcftroyed  ;  and  a  want  of 
2cal  in  fomc,  and  a  fpirit  of  dcjcdUon  and  de- 
fpondcncy  in  others,  put  a  ftop  almoft  again 
to  the  work.     The  prophet  therefore  is  fent 
^0  revive  their  fpirits ;  and  for  their  encou- 
faeement  affures  them,  that  God,  according 
to  the  covenant   which  he   had  made  with 
^nem  when  they  came  out  of  Egypt,  was  ftill 

their 
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their  prote^fkor,  and  prerent  ^lith  them,  and 
therefore  they  ought  not  to  fear. 

This  might  have  been  fiifhcicnt  for  the  ^trt-' 
fcnt  purpofc ;  hut  the  prophet  docs  not  flop 
here.  The  covcna?it  was  of  a  greater  extent, 
and  comprehended  ibmething  more  than  was 
probably  undcrftood  at  that  tinu-.  ft  implied 
•  promifcs  to  be  fulfilled  at  very  dillint  pe- 
riods, and  referred  to  a  glorious  llatc  of  pro- 
fpcrity  and  happincfs,  which  was,  after  a  fiic- 
celllon  of  ages,  to  take  place  in  the  world,  and 
to  reach  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  With  a 
folcmnity  therefore  fuitablc  to  the  importance 
of  the  event,  and  the  great  fcheme  of  IVovi- 
dcncc  which  was  carrying  on,  he  proceeds  ; 
Tet  once  tt  is  a  little  ivhiic,  mhi  I  loill  Jhah  the 
heavtns  and  the  earthy  and  th  fea^  and  the  dry 
land  J  and  I  li'ill  fl^akc  all  rations,  and  the  djire 
of  all  nations  jhall  come;  or  -j-  pcrlnps,  they 
Jhall  come  to  the  dcftre  of  all  nations,  and  I  ivill 
Jill  this  bouje  with  glory^  faith  the  Lord  of 
Hojts.  The  fiver  is  mine,  and  the  gold  is  mine. 
The  fiiver  and  gold  of  the  univcrfc  are  at  my

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command.  I  can  confer  glory  in  whatever 
manner  and  vvlicncver  I  plealc.  The  glory  of 
this  latter  houle  ^hall  be  greater  than  that  of 
the  former;  ivhen  *  the  throne  cf  kingdoms JJjali 
hi'  overt hrown,  and  the  Jlrength  of  the  kingdoms 
of  the  Heathen  fliall  be  deilroyed.  It  fhall  be 
the  feat  of  glory  and  worfliip.  It  fhall  be  a 
fpirltual  building,  an  evangelical  temple,  and 
vailly  fuperior  in  glory  to  that  which  pre- 
ceded it :  T^he  walls  thereof,  as  it  is  in  the 
language  of  another  -f-  prophet,  fiall  be  faha- 
tiont  and  the  gates  praife.  It  fliall  be  blefTed 
with  the  bleOing  of  peace  ;  %  even  in  this  place- 
§  will  I  give  peace,  faith  the  Lord  of  Ho/Is. 

This  afiurance,  that  God  would  fulfil  the 
covenant,  vhich  he  had  made  v/ith  their  fa- 
thers, and  the  diftant  profpeds,  which  were 
opened  to  them,  of  their  future  glory  under 
the  government  and  protedion  of  the  Meiriah, 
were  as  proper  to  encourage  the  Jews  to  go  on; 
with  the  work,  in  which  they  were  engaged,, 
as  a  particular  reference  to  the  perfonal  ap- 
pearance of  the  MelTiah  could  pofiibly  be  5  and-

if  this  (cn^f:^  of  the  prophecy  be  free  from  the 
difficulties  to  which  others  arc  cxpofcd,  it  may 
eafily  he  admitted  to  be  the  true  one. 

2.  Tliis  fcnfe  of  the  prophecy  is  alfo  com- 
formahlc  to  the  general  defign  of  prophecy, 
and  the  uniform  pradice  of  the  Jcwifli  pro- 
phets. 

It  has  been  often  obfervcd,  that  the  Scrips 
ture  prophecies,  from  the  firil:  appearance  of 
the  fpirit  of  prophecy  to  the  conclufion  of  it 
in  the  Old  Tertament,  feem  to  have  one  great 
event  in  view,  which  had  a  refpecl  not  only 
to  the  Jewifh  nation,  but  to  all  mankind; 
and  fcarcely  f.ny  prophet  is  ever  fcnt  on  a  par- 
ticular errand,  or  to  denounce  events  which 
were  near  at  hand,  who  does  not  occanonally 
intermix  fomething,  which  extends  beyond  th? 
immediate  object,  and  contains  a  prcdivztion  of 
fome  remoter  and  greater  event. 

After  a  variety  of  revolutions  which  are  re- 
prefented  to  take  place,  in  the  different  ages  and 
feveral  kingdoms  of  the  world,  cxpcdlations  are 
raifed  of  a  llate  of  purity,  peace  and  happinefs, 
which  is  to  obtain  in  the  lat'cr  aye,  or  in  the 
kingdom  of  the  Meffiah ;  and  afiiirances  are 
given,   in  the  moft  exalted  and   unequivocal 

B  2  terms. 
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terms,  that  not  only  the  Jews  will  return  in 
triumph  to  their  own  land,  but  that  the  Gen- 
tiles together  with  them  will  form  one  body 
in  the  church  of  God  j  and  that  the  Gofpel, 
in  oppolition  to  the  powers  of  this  world, 
will  univerfally  prevail  and  flourifli,  and  pro- 
duce the  genuine  fruits  of  piety  and  charity, 
and  the  other  divine  graces,  in  which  it  fo 
richly  abounds. 

It  is  probable,  that  the  purport  of  thefe 
predidions  was  neither  apprehended  by  the 
prophets  themfelves,  nor  by  any  of  their 
hearers  3  and  it  is  further  probable,  that  it  was 
not  intended  to  be  fully  apprehended  either  by 
them  or  any  one  elfe^,  till  the  event  took  place 
and  correfponded  with  them.  But  in  the 
mean  time,  the  prcdidions  admirably  ferved 
the  purpole  of  raifing  general  hopes  of  fome 
great  interpofition  of  Providence  in  their  fa- 
vour J  and,  in  the  midft  of  the  moft  evident 
marks  of  the  Divine  difpleafure,  aflured  them, 
that  God  would  remember  mercy,  and  accom- 
plifh  the  promifes  which  had  been  made  to 
their  fathers. 

I  need  not  fupport  what  I  have  now  fald  by 
a  reference  to  particular  predictions :  Inftances 

abound 
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abound  in  the  writings  of  the  prophets.  The 
prophecy,  which  we  are  at  prefent  conlidering, 
ieems  to  be  one  of  them  j  and  the  manner  of 
fulfilling  it,  which  I  propofe,  coincides  with 
the  general  defign  of  prophecy,  and  with  the 
plan  of  the  Jewifli  government,  which  was 
udminiftered  by  a  perpetual  iiiterpolition  of 
Providence,  and  of  which  prophecy  v/as  a 
confiderable  part;  and  we  are  lefs  likely  to 
err  in  interpreting  prophecy  by  following  the 
general  defign  of  it,  and  what  the  whole  points 
out  to  us,  than  by  indulging  our  fancies  in  an 
ingenious  application  of  its  feveral  parts  *. 

3.  The  interpretation,  which  I  venture  to 
propofe,  is  fuch  as  the  words  will  bear,  and 
perfedly  agreeable  to  the  language  and  ftyle 
of  prophecy. 

It  is  fcarcely  neceffary  to  obferve,  becaufe 
it  has  been  fo  often  obferved  before,  that  the 
language  and  ftyle  of  the  prophets  is  highly 
figurative  and  metaphorical.  Neceflity  firil:  in- 
troduced this  kind  of  language  into  common 
life  ;  and  the  forms  of  government  and  modes 
of  education  which  prevailed  in  the  Eaft,  im- 
proved

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proved  and  exalted  it  to  the  Jiigr>c{l  degree. 
It  began  in  the  earlicrt  periods  oF  their  hiflory, 
;ind  haih  continued  unchanged  to  the  preicnt 
times.  All  the  works  of  art  as  well  as  of 
nature  furniih  the  materials  of  which  it  is 
compounded,  and  they  are  arranged  with  fuch 
a  luxuriancy  of  fancy  and  wildnefs  of  imagi- 
nation as  often  to  appear  extravagant  and  un- 
natural to  thofe  who  arc  not  accuilomed  to 
them. 

Houfes  and  temples,  and  buildings  of  every 
kind  are,  in  conformity  to  this  practice, 
nude  by  the*  prophets  to  reprefent  a  variety  of 
things;  and  the  feveral  changes  which  they 
undergo,  from  laying  the  foundation  of  them 
at  firft  to  the  dertrudlion  of  them  at  laft,  are 
figuratively  employed  to  denote  a  variety  of 
changes  in  the  civil  and  religious  conditions 
of  itates  and  kingdoms  as  well  as  of  fingle 
men. 

Behold,  faith  God,    by   the   mouth   of  the 

prophet  Ifaiah,  *  I  lay  in  Zionfor  a  foundation 

a  ft  one  y  a  tried  ft  one,  a  precious  corner  Jlone,  a 

Jure  foundation  -,    and   this   ftone,   which   the 

builders

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builders  rcfufcd,  and  is  now  become  the  head 
of  the  corner^  we  know,  upon  the  highclt 
authority,  to  have  been  a  figurative  rcprcfen- 
tation  of  tlic  Memah  and  of  the  ftrength  and 
Cability  of  his  fpiritual  kingdom. 

St.  Paul  alfo^  in  an  addrels  to  the  Chriftian 
converts  at  Ephefus,  makes  ufe  of  the  fume 
figure:  f  Te  are  built,  fays  he,  upon  the  foun- 
dation of  the  apojlks  and  prophets^  Jifus  Chrifi 
himflf  being  the  chief  corner  ftone,  in  whom  all 
the  building,  fitly  framed  together,  groweth  unto- 
a  holy  temple  in  the  Lord. 

We  meet  with  the  fame  language  in  tho 
§  epilHe  to  the  Hebrews,  where  the  writer 
it>les  the  JewiHi  and  Chriilian  church,  re- 
fpedively  the  Houfe  of  God,  and  in  fuch  a- 
manner  as  clearly  to  fliew  how  familiar  the 
cxprelTion  was  with  the  apofllc  and  the  per- 
fons  to  whom  he  was  writing. 

But  I  forbear  to  multiply  inftances  of  the- 
ufe    of  this   figure,  and    will   content:  myfelf 
with  referring  to  two,  which  alone  are  fuffi- 
eient  tojuflify  the  interpretation  which  I  ami 
willing  to  give  of  the  paiTage  before  us..

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The  prophet  Ezekicl,  after  a  variety  of  pre- 
didions,  which  relate  to  the  deflrudlion  of  the 
JewiHi  ftate,  the  difperfion  of  the  Jews,  their 
return  into  their  own  country,  and  their 
flourifhing  condition  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
Mefliah,  concludes  his  prophecy  in  fome  of 
the  lafl:  *  chapters  with  a  glorious  defcription 
of  the  evangelical  church  under  the  figure  of 
a  magnificent  temple ;  and  the  prophet 
•f*  Zcchariah,  who  was  fent  on  the  fame  errand 
and  at  the  fame  time  with  Haggai,  fpake  to 
the  high  prleft,  by  the  exprefs  command  of 
God,  in  the  following  words :  Behold  the  man, 
whofe  name  is  the  branch ;  he  Jhall  grow  tip  out  of 
his  place,  and  Jl:all  build  the  temple  cf  the  Lord  -, 
even  he  pall  build  the  temple  of  the  Lord. 

The  temple,  in  both  thefe  prophecies,  Is  a 
metaphorical,  figurative,  and  fpiritual  tem- 
ple ;  and  the  temple  of  Zechariah  agrees  fo 
exadly  with  that  of  Haggai,  as  to  give  a  clear 
and  determinate  fenfe  to  the  words  which  arc 
ufed  by  the  latter.  And  as  \\\z  defire  of  all 
nations,  and  the  man  whofe  name  is  the  :{: 
branch,  are,  with  the  greateft  probability,  fup-

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pofed  to  be  defcriptions  of  the  fame  perfon, 
U^  there  will  be  little  doubt  of  the  identity  of 
the   houfes    or    temples,    which    were   to  be 
built.     And  it  may  be  concluded,   that   both 
of  them  were  to   be   the   work  of  the  fame, 
divine  builder;  a  fpiritual  temple  raifcd  in  the 
hearts  and   minds   of  men  j   begun   from  the 
foundation  at  the  firil  appearance  of  the  Mef- 
fiah  ;  carried  on  by  him  through  a  long  fuc- 
cellion   of  ages,  and   advancing    by  flow    de- 
grees to  its  full  fize  and  magnitude,  to  a  re- 
femblancc  of  that  building  vvhich  St.  John  « 
law  coming  do'wn  from  God  out  of  Heaven,  pre- 
piircd  as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  hi/band-,  having 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  Lamb  to  be  the  Hghc 
thereof 

From  this  obfervation,  added  to  the  two 
others,  which  precede  it,  we  may  venture  to 
aflirm,  that  the  former  and  latter  houfe  ia 
this  celebrated  prophecy  of  Ilaggai  may,  on 
good  grounds,  be  referred  to  the  different 
Ibtes  of  religion  under  the  Law  and  the  Gof- 
pcl ;  and  that,  having  the  flime  great  events  in 
view  with  the  other  prophecies  of  the  Old 
Teflamcnt,  it  leads  us  to  expect,  amongfl:  the

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various  revolutions  of  Providence,  a  glorious 
and  flouridiing  (late  of  religion  and  virtue,  in 
which  the  Gofpel  will  not  only  he  taught  and 
profcflcd  throughout  the  world,  but  taught 
«nd  profcflcd  in  the  purity  and  flmplicity,  in 
which  it  began,  and  have  a  fuitable  influence 
over  the  lives  and  manners  of  men,  and  con- 
Icquently  the  fuperiority  and  excellence  of  the 
latter  houfe  above  the  former,  will  appear  ii>^ 
the  clearcft  light. 

The  former  houfe,  the  legal  temple,  or  that 
jnOitution  of  religion,  which  was  delivered  to 
the  Jews,  was  admirably  contrived  to  prepaic 
the  way  for  a  better.  But  it  had  a  mixture  of 
v/eakncfs  and  imperfecflion  in  it,  and  was  in- 
capable of  advancing  human  nature  to  that 
IhUe  of  moral  improvement,  for  which  God 
had  originally  defigned  It. 

The  latter  houfe,  the  inflitution  of  religion 
under  the  Gofpel  difpenlation,  is  a  building 
not  made  with  hands,  but  whofe  builder  and 
maker  is  God.  Repentance  from  dead  works, 
and  faith  in  the  living  God,  are  the  founda- 
tions on  which  it  is  laid.  The  true  and  living 
members  of  the  body  of  Chrifl,  who  worlhip^ 
God  in  fpirit  and  truth,  arc  the  materials  of 

which 
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\\]\\l\\  it  is  made.  Its  ornaments  arc  righteouf- 
rcls  and  mcckncls,  piety  and  charity,  and 
every  other  moral  virtue,  and  under  the  go- 
vernment atui  protCiiHon  ot\j  Hi^b  Priqi  * 
iiftcr  the  order  of  Me Ic bifida' kt  who  came  down 
from  heaven,  and  is  the  Son  of  God  ;  who 
died  tor  our  iins,  roll-  again  for  our  juftifica- 
tion,  and  is  now  at  the  right  hand  of  God, 
making  intcrcellion  for  us ;  it  will  continue 
through  all  ages,  be  extended  to  all  places, 
and  gradually  advance  from  one  degree  of 
pcrfedion  to  another,  till  we  arc  all  o'?te  %  fold 
under  one  J}jet)berd i  till  we  arc  made  tlie  fons 
of  God,  and  f  every  tongue  f jail  cuifcfs,  dh:t 
yfus  Cbrijl  is  Lord,  lo  the  glory  of  God  tb: 
Fatber, 

We  know  not  when  this  event  will  happen  ; 
our  knowledge  of  it  is  alone  derived  from  the 
Scriptures  J  and  the  exprelfions  made  ufe  of 
in  them  fecm  rather  to  declare  the  certainty 
of  it,  than  the  particular  period  when  it  v/ill 
happen.  It  may  perhaps,  if  compared  with 
the  (hortnefs  of  human  life,  and  with  the 
rapid  fucceirion  of  things  here,  be  at  a  great

J3ut  events  the  mofl  removed  from  hurnaii^ 
vicws^are  often  brought  about  by  inftrun.cnts, 
which  appear   the  mod   unl.kdy  to   prodt.cc 
them,  and  at  times,  when  they  are  the  leaft 
expected  to  happen.     The  hi^ory  of  Chriai- 
«inity  m  pad  ages  affords  inftances  of  revolu- 
tions  as  flrange  as  thefe,  which  the  word  of 
prophecy  leads  us   to  exped  hereafter.     The 
flrangencfs  therefore  of  the  event,  which  we 
exped  on  the  credit  of  prophecy,  is  no  ob- 
jcction  to  the  truth  of  it. 

Divine   I'rovidence   will    difpofe   of   every 
thing  in  its  proper  time  and  place  ;  is  always 
carrying  on  its  great  defigns  in   a  fecret  and 
irrehllible  manner;  and,  though  *  the  kin.s  of 
the  earth  Jland  up,  and  the  rulers  take  couJi 
together  againji  the  Lord  and  agalnjl  His  anointed 
yet  He  that  dwellcth  in  the  Heavens  will  lauJh 
them  to /corn,  will,  in  oppofition  to  their  deep-^ 
laid  fchemes  and  powerful  obflruaions,  /./  L 
i's  king  on  th^  holy  hill  of  Sion,  ^nC,  give  hL 

th^

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the  heathen  for  his  inherit anct^  and  the  uttcnnoft 
farts  of  th'  earth  for  his  poffef/ion. 

This  is  the  great  point  to  which  all  things 
nrc  now  converging  j  the  completion  of  a  va(l 
plan,  for  the  lake  of  which  all  the  civil  and 
religious  cftahlidiments  in  the  world  have  per- 
haps  been  permitted  to  cxif>,  and   to  which 
all  of  them  mufl  at  lift  give  place  ]  in  (liort, 
the  bringing  of  his  rcalbnablc  creatures  to  this 
gloriour,  ftate  of  rightcoufncfs,  virtue  and  hnp- 
ptnefs,  hath  been  the  ultimate  end  and  dcfigri 
of  God  in  all  the  various  difpenfitions  of  His 
providence  from  the  beginning  of  the  world  j 
and  his  rcafonahlc  creatures  ought  to  confidcr 
themfelvcs  as  originally  dcnc:ned  and  for  ever 
obliged   to  co-operate  with  him  to  the  fimc 
glorious   end,  worthy  of  the   bcft  and  wifcft 
of  beings,   and  moll  produdivc   of  univcrfal 
good. 

Under  a  ftrong  fenfe  of  this  duty  thofc,  who 
formed  this  venerable  Society  at  fill  un- 
doubtedly act.d  J  and  their  fuccclTors  fmcc, 
tViring  the  courfe  of  the  preient  century,  h:.vc 
fupportcd  and  con(iucl:v.\l  it  with  the  fame  pious 
view-  :  and  it  cnn  never  become  an  obj  :(5t  of; 
indifference  to  any  thinking  man,  mucli  lefs 

to 
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to  any  ChrilUan,  to  coininunicatc  the  know- 
ledge  and  to  enlarge  the  iutiuciitc  of  lutli  a 
religion  as  the  Gofpcl. 

The  hitter  mull  thiuk  himlllf  obliged  to  do 
it  ill  obedience  to  the  authority  of  his  great 
Lord  and  Maikr  ,   who*  hath  cxprciUy  totn- 
niandcil,  that  the  Gofpcl   Hiould  be  preached 
to  iVtry  creature.     The  fornicr,  as  a  iViend  to 
mankind,    as    a   wcll-wi(hcr   to   the  prol'i     . 
Tity   and  happincls   of    civil   fot  icty,    and  an 
enemy  to  every  thing  which  is  injurious   to 
the  caufe  of  truth  and  virtue,  mud  rejoice  to 
have  a    religion   taught    his   rellow-creaturcs, 
the  manifed   tendency  of  which  is  to  make 
men    will-    and   h.ippy,    and    without   which 
there  U  no  probable  means  of  obtaining  the 
fame  good  purpofe. 

The  duty  then  of  communicating  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Gofpel,  and  cxtenJing  its  in- 
fluence, is  real  and  indifput  ible ;  and  the 
duty  being  once  admitted,  the  ;  crfbrmance  of 
it  mull  of  courfc  b.-  regulited  in  the  fame 
manner  as  the  performance  of  every  other 
jnoral  duty.  The  means  an^^.  oupof  unities  of 
performing  it  will  be  the  meaiu/cs,  by  which 

•  Mark,  ,\vi.  jj. 
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wc  muft  be  direacd  in  pcrfornung  it.  Where- 
CV(  -  thtic  exilt,  und  as  long  as  they  ih.ill  con- 
tinue, our  obligation  will  cxiil  and  con- 
tinue too.  Scarcely  any  man  can  be  lb  de- 
tached from  the  rell  of  mankind,  or  pl;»ccd  in 
fo  folitary  a  fituation,  as  to  be  entirely  free 
from  them. 

But  what  the  particular  opportunities  arc 
with  which  our  fituation  fupplies  us,  or  to 
what  particular  objcdb  thcfc  opportunities  ap- 
propriate the  general  duty,  I  forbear  to  men- 
tion.    It  has  been  io  often  an  1  fo  much  better 
done  by  thofe,  who  have  gone  before  mc  in 
this  fundion,   than  I  am  able  to  do  it,  as  to 
make  it  extremely  improper  for  mc  to  attempt 
it.     I  will  only  beg  leave  to  obferve,  in  a  few 
words,  that  there  is  one  thing  which  will  ever 
be  an  impediment  to  the  fucccfs  of  t:ie  mofl 
zealous  endeavours  of  this  Society  ;  and  that 
is,  the  general  inconfiflcncy  of  th^-  lives  and 
condud  of  thofe,  who  call  thcmfelves  Chrif- 
tians,  with  the  religion  which  they  profefs  tcx 
believe,  and  which  they  arc  perAuuiing  others 
to  believe  witli  them.     For  thcugh  their  dif- 
folutencfs   of  manners,    their   diHic  nefly  and. 
impiety,  their  cruelty,  opprciliun  and  avarice^

is  no  real  objcdioii  cither  to  the  truth  or  ex- 
cellency of  the  Gofpel,  yet  it  muft  raife  irre- 
liiliblc  prejudiccii  in  the  minds  of  an  ignorant 
and  fufpicious  people  againft  the  admilHon  of 
it,  and  overpower  the  force  of  the  ftrongeft 
arguments  which  can  be  produced  in  its  fup- 
port. 

The   rapid   and  extenfive  progrefs,    which 
the  Gofpel  made  at  its  firfl  appearance  in  the 
world,  isjuftlylliid   to  be  principally  owing 
to  the  Divine  power,  with  which  its  preachers 
were  invefled  j   but  I  am  inclined  to  believe, 
that  their  fuccefs  depended  almoft  as  much  on 
the  purity  of  their  lives  and  manners,  as  011 
the  wonderful  works  which  they  performed ; 
and  I  am  perfuaded  that  now,  though  our  en- 
deavours to  convert  unbelievers  are  not  accom- 
panied with  any  outward  marks  of  Divine  af- 
fiftance,  yet  if  the  Gofpel  had  that  influence 
which  it  ought  to  have   over  our  lives  and 
coridud:,  and  our  Miffionaries  could  illudrate 
the  excellence  of  their  do(ftrine  by  an  appeal 
to  the  good  fruits  wliich  it  produced  among 
Chrillians,  the  world  would  f  .on  fee  the  o-ood 
and  great  effcdts  of  their  labours  j  compbints 
oi  their   want  of  fuccefs  would  no  more  be 
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heard  of  j  anJ  th-  *  earth,  in  the  hmgiuii;e  of 
the  prophet,  would Jb^ri  he  full  of  the  knowLuk 
cj  the  Lord,  as  the  w.itin  cover  thcjla. 

It  miiy  indeed  be  faid,  that  fuch    \  perfetT; 
<hue  of  moral  iinprovcment  among  Chrilli.uis 
is  not  to  be  expedted  in  the  ordinary  conrfe  of 
things.     Perhaps  not.     Perfection  belongs   to 
nothing  human.     But  it  is  ftill  true,  that  if 
there  were,  the  effe^  would  be  fuch  as  I  luive 
reprcfented  it.     It  is  iHll  true,  that  the  nearer 
we  approach  to  it,  the  effedl  would  be  in  the 
fame  proportion.     And,    in   fliort,    it  is  fUil 
true,    that  every  Chriflian,   having  it  in  his 
power  to  contriLmte  fomething  to  advance  and 
promote   it    by   living    fuitably  to    the   rules 
and  precepts  of  his  religion,  ought  to  contri- 
bute his  iLare  to  it,   f  looking  for  that  bleifed 
hope  and  glorious  appearance  of  the  great  God 
and  our  Saiiour  J  ejus  Chri,l ,  'to  whom  be  af- 
cnbed   all  praile,  might,   majelty  and  domi-. 
iiion,   both  now  and  for  ever.     Amen.

•    The  Society  was  compoled,  bv  the  Charter, 
of  the  Chief  Prelates  and  Dignitaries    of  the 
Church,  and  of  luveral  other  Lords,  and  emi- 
nent pcrfons  in  the  State,  with  a  power  to  ckdi 
fuch  others  to  he  Members  of  the  Corporation, 
a5f  they,    or   the  major  part  of   them,    fliould 
think    beneficial    to    their    charitable    defigns ; 
and  they  immediately  applied  thctnlclves  with 
^reat    zeal   and    alacrity    to   the    good    work  j 
and  after  adjnliing  preliminaries  in   the  choice 
of  Othcers,    and  fettling   {landing   orders    and 
rules  for  their  more  regular  proceeding,    tbcv 
fubfcribed  every  one  of  them,  according;:  to  their 
feveral  ranks   and  dilpofitions,   an  annual  fam 
to  be  paid   to  their  Trcaf  irer,  for  the  general 
ufes  of  the  Society ;  and   choj'e  new  Members, 
and    gave    out  duputatioiis,    according   to    the 
powers  in   the    Charter,  to  revive  and  collect 
the  donations  of  all  cliaritJole  and  v/ell-dlfpofcd 
pcrfons   towards  this  moi't  pious  delign  :    And 
thro'  an  efpecial  bleiTing,  this  work  cf  the  Lord 
bath  all  ahig  prcfpcred  in  their  hu'ids.     A;i  in- 
linite  number  of  our  own   people,  infints  and 
adults,   and   many  thoufands   of   Indiam    and 
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'cgrors,  Jiavc  been  inftruacd  and  baptized  into 
the  true  faith  ni'  our  Lord  Jcfus  Chrill.  Great 
_fun-is  of  inoucy  have  been  expended  annually 
in  the  dilpcriing  oF  bibles  and  common  prayer 
books,  with  an  innumerable  quantity  oF  other 
books,  and  fmall  trads  of*  devotion  and  in- 
fbudion.  By  which  there  was  a  very  hopeful 
and  improving  npj)earance  of  religion  in  the 
public  v/orOiip  of  God,  according  to  the  liturgy 
of  the  Church  oi^  England,  in  a  great  i.umbv-V 
of  churches  in  America,  under  the  dlre^-'tion  of 
this  Corporation,  and  in  otliers  which  were 
railed  by  their  means,  till  the  commencement 
of  the  troubles    there. 

The  Charter  diroits  the  Society  to  give  an

BAHAMA   ISLANDS. 
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The  Society  allow  ten  pounds  worth  of  bookl 
to  each  Million  for  a  Ubrary,  and  five  pounds 
worth  of*  pious  finall  trails  to  every  new  Mif- 
lionary,  to  be  diftrihutcd  among  his  parifhio- 
ners,  and  other  parcels  of  hooks,  as  occafiGn 
require.  And  as  the  Society  generally  receive 
from  their  Miilionaries  accounts  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  of  the  (late  of  their  fcvcral  Mif- 
fions,  it  iis  thought  proper  to  puhlifh  the  fol- 
lowing Ahrtrad  of  fucli  informations  as  were 
were  received  from  the  Miflionarics  and  others 
in  the  year  1784. 

Newfoundland. 

In  the  beginning  of  lad  fpring  the  Rev. 
Walter  Price,  Curate  of  Dartmouth,  having 
been  recommended  to  the  Society  bv  the  prin- 
cipal merchants  and  traders  ut  that  place,  as  a 
very  proper  perfon  to  fuccced  the  late  Mr. 
Langman  in  the  Million  of  St.  John's,  New- 
foundland, was  accordingly  appointed  to  it, 
and  the  Society  have  had  the  fatisfadion  of 
hearing  that  he  is  very  happily  fettled  there, 
and  meets  with  every  encouragement  which 
his  diligent  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  func- 
tion may  induce  him  to  expedt  from  the  regard 
and  efleem  of  his  congregation. 

In  the  courfc  of  the  year  the  Society  have 
received  feveral  letters  from  him,  by  which  it 
appears  in  general,  that  the  religious  ftate  of 
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the  iflarui  requires  much  more  fpiritual  niViil- 
aiice  than  tlic  Society  arc  at  prcfent  enabled  to 
aftbrd,  there  being  iiutiy  places  where  • 
Miiiillcr  might  he  very  udvantagcoufly  em- 
ployed. The  Popilli  religion  prevails  much 
throughout  the  iQand. 

There  arc  about  two  or  thee  thouHind  win- 
ter rclidcnts  in  St.  John's.  Mr.  Price  had 
baptiiai  31,  married  16,  buried  66.  The 
principal  inhabitants  and  magillratcs  conft.intly 
attend  church,  but  the  number  of  counnuni- 
cants  h  as  yet  very  fmall. 

Befides  the  care  of  his  own  proper  parifli, 
he  has  occafionally  vifitcd  other  places :  in  par- 
ticular, IMty  Harbor  and  Buy  Bull,  thirty-two 
miles  from  St.  Joiin.  At  the  latter  place  there 
arc  600  inhabitants,  but  very  few  Proteftants. 
He  reprcfents  to  the  Society  that  the  fouthern 
parts  of  the  illand,  from  FcrryUuid  to  Cape 
Rois,  fland  in  great  need  of  a  Millionary. 
That,  at  Plncentii,  St.  Mary's,  Fortune  Bay, 
and  TrcpalTey,  there  arc  many  ICnglilh  people 
fettled  who  have  never  heard  the  word  of  God 
preached  among  them  for  thirty  years  pall. 

The   northern   part,   from  Trinity   Bay  to 
Cape  St.  John's,  is  equally  drllitute  of  the  op- 
portunities of  public  worfhip.     In  fome  places 
a  few  religious  lay  men  alfcmble  their  neigh- 
bour? 
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hours  together,  and  read  the  fervice  of  the 
churcli  and  a  fcrmon.  This  has  been  the  cafe 
more  particularly  at  Trinity  Bay  and  the 
udiacent  harbors,  where  a  Minifter  has  long 
■b.een  wanting.  The  principal,  inhabitants, 
however,  being  now  in  a  more  fettled  ftate 
fince  the  peace,  and  thoroughly  fenfible  of  the 
baneful  influence  which  the  want  of  religious 
inllruaion  and  public  worfliip  have  had  on 
the  morals  and  happinefs  of  the  people,  have 
cxprefled  their  concern  to  the  Society,  and 
carneftly  folicited  their  protedion  and  aflift- 
ance.  At  the  fame  time  they  have  recom- 
mended a  gentleman  of  good  abilities  and  un- 
blemilhed  charaaer,  who  at  prefent  endeavors 
to  fupply  the  defed:  by  reading  prayers  and  a 
fermon  to  his  neighbors  every  Lord's  day  i  and 
whom  they  would  be  happy  to  have  fixed  in 
that  place  as  a  Miflionary  from,  the  Society.^ 
And  confidering  the  deplorable  fituation  ot 
the  people  there,  and  the  ilrong  aflurances 
that  the  perfon  recommended  is  very  likely  to 
anfwer  the  Society's  view  in  fpreading  the 
knowledge  of  the  Gofpel,  they  have  given 
leave  for  his  repairing  to  England,  that  he  may 
be  ordained,  and  return  Miifionary  to  that 
place. 

The  Society  have  fent  Mr.  Price  a  large 
number  .of  prayer-books  and  religious  trads.  . 

Two 
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Two  letters  have  been  received  from  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Balfour,  Miflionary  at  Harbor  Grace, 
containing  his  notitia,  which  is  as  follows : 

That  there  arc  in  his  MifTion  4084.  Within 
the  laft  year  103  baptifms,  viz.  91  infants  ami 
1 2  adults;  marriages  26  ;  and  burials  2/!.  He 
inentions  the  great  increafe  of  Popery.  He 
has  adminiftered  the  Lord's  Supper  every  Sun- 
day during  the  warm  weather,  in  hopes  of  in- 
creating  his  communicants ;  and  it  has  had  an 
hapyy  effed,  for  the  number  is  now  200. 

Mr.  George  Fullilove  has  quitted  the  fchool, 
,and  is  come  to  England.  Another  was  not 
appointed  when  Mr,  Balfour's  lad  letter  was 
fent  away. 

But  there  are  many  more  places  where 
Minirters  are  much  wanted  in  that  ifland,  and 
as  foon  as  the  Society  are  fatisfied  that  there 
can  be  a  decent  provifion  for  a  Minifter,  they 
will  readily  lillen  to  any  application  of  that 
kind. 


Nova  Scotia. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Breynton,  in  his  letters  to 
the  Society,  mentions  the  rapid  increafe  of  in- 
habitants in  Nova  Scotia.  That,  numerous  fet- 
tlements  are  daily  forming,  both  on  the  coail 
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and  in  the  Interior  parts  of  the  country,  which 
being  entirely  fecludeJ  from  any  communica- 
tion with  the  cftabliflied  Miirionarics,  may 
call  for  the  farther  attention  of  the  Society ; 
and  he  is  of  opinion  that  two  well  inflituted 
Itinerant  Miffions  might  be  of  fingular  advan- 
tage. That,  the  cafe  of  the  poor  negroes  is 
truly  piteous,  many  hundreds  of  which  (adults 
and  cliildren)  have  been  baptifed,  and  fome  of 
them  arc  condant  communicants.  He  has 
endeavored  to  promote  obedience  and  irduftry 
among  them  by  all  proper  encouragements  and 
rewards.  He  exprelTes  great  fatisfadion  in 
being  authorifed  by  the  flbciatC5  of  Dr.  Bray 
to  eftablifli  a  negro  fchool. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bailey,  in  a  letter  of  the  28th 
of  Od-ober  laft,  acquaints  the  Society,  that, 
by  virtue  of  a  mandate  from  the  Governor,  he 
has  been  indudted  into  the  church  of  Annapo- 
lis, and  that  he  has  now  a  profpedl  of  efta- 
blifhing  an  happy  agreement  between  the  old 
and  new  inhabitants,  and  of  purfuing  mea- 
fures  for  the  fpeedy  finifhing  of  the  church. 
He  has  been  bleffed  with  fo  good  a  iliare  of 
health,  that  he  has  been  able  to  attend  every 
branch  of  parochial  duty  without  any  inter- 
ruption. He  has  paid  ftridt  attention,  and  he 
is  happy  to  fay  with  no  little  fuccefs,  to  the 
younger  part  of  his  flock,  having  made  it  a 
rule  to  perform  divine  fervice  and  to  catechife 
thte  children  every  Wednefday  at  Annapolis; 

and 
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and  has  vifitcd  the  more  diflant  fchools  in  his^ 
neighborhood,  to  examine  the  proficiency  of 
the  children,  and  to  inilrudl  them  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  religion  and  morality.  More  than 
100  chile' -en  have  learned  the  church  catechift 
perfedly.  The  number  in  the  two  fchools  at 
Annapolis  are  eighty,  who  regularly  attend 
when  the  weather  permits.  At  Granville  he 
officiates  every  fecond  Sundny  in  a  month  to  a 
large  congregation,  and  catechifcs  in  public. 

In  Auguft  laft  he  vifited  Digby,  a  town 
newly  fettled,  at  twenty  miles  dirtance,  and 
found  a  laudable  fpirit  of  emulation  prevailing 
among  the  children  and  their  inftrudtors. 
And  it  will  be  no  more  than  judice  to  men- 
tion, with  the  higheft  approbation,  the  condudt 
of  Mr.  Forman,  a  refugee  and  a  half-pay 
officer,  who  is  the  principal  fchool-mafter  in 
that  place.  As  he  obferved  with  concern  the 
growing  evils  in  that  populous  fettlement 
arifmg  from  the  want  of  public  worfhip,  and 
from  the  abufe  and  profanation  of  the  Lord's 
day,  he  has  accuftomed  himfelf  to  alTemblc 
his  pupils  in  particular  on  that  Oay,  and  to 
read  the  church  fervice  and  a  fermoi:  to  them. 
In  a  few  weeks  he  had  crowded  audiences, 
which  had  produced  a  vifible  alteration  in  the 
manners  of  the  people. 

Mr.  Bailey  obferves,  that  large  fettlements 
and  towns  are  daily  forming,  where  fcarcely 
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a  vcftige  of  human  cultivation  and  rcfort  ex- 
ifted  before  the  late  calamitous  emigrations, 
which  naturally  calls  for  a  proportionable  ac- 
ceffion  of  clergy,     Mr.  Wifwall  has   indeed 
travelled   in  the  fummer   beyond   his  proper 
limits,  and  Mr.  Bailey  has  followed  his  ex- 
ample.    But  when  the  roughnefs  and  difficulty 
of  the  roads,    the  obftrudions  of  mountains 
and  forefts,  the  intervention  of  rapid  rivers, 
and  the  expence  and  danger  of  travelling  are 
confidered,     fuch    diftant    excurfions    cannot 
often  be  repeated  :  they  can  only  be  attempted 
in   the    fummer.     Thefe    unfortunate    exiles 
wifh  it  to  be  confidered  how  many  and  great 
difficulties  are  to  be  encountered  in  forming 
new  fettlements,  and  that  it  muft  be  leveral 
years  before  even  the  moft  induftrious  can  raife 
provifions  fufficient  for  their  own  family.    Un- 
der thefe  circumftances,  it  is  impoffible  for  them 
to  make  an  adequate  provifion  for  Minifters 
without  the  bounty  of  Government  and  the 
charitable    contributions    of    their    Chriftian 
brethren  in  Europe. 

At  Annapolis  Mr.  Bailey  has  between  30  and 
40  communicants,  and  above  20  at  Granville. 

He  recommends  the  people  of  Digby  to  the 
attention  of  the  Society.  The  town,  he  lays, 
is  compaft,  and  contains  500  families  of  loyal 
refugees,  and  he  thinks  there  is  no  part  in  the 
province  where  a  Miniftcr  could  be  of  more 
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About  a  mile  from  Digby  is  another  town, 
confiding  of  65  families  of  Negroes,  who 
feem  heartily  difpofcd  to  receive  any  religious 
inlhudion  that  is  offered  them.  Thcfc  negroes 
and  fome  others  about  Annapolis  were  for- 
merly flaves  in  the  fouthern  provinces.  He  has 
baptifed  fevcral  of  them,  who  have  difcovered 
a  docility  and  a  defire  to  receive  the  truths  of 
Chriftianity.  A  Miniller  to  propagate  the  Gol- 
pel  among  fuch  a  people  would  be  a  great  blei^ 
fmg  indeed. 

In  confequence  of  thefe  and  other  reprefen- 
tations  to  the  like  effed,  the  Society  have  or- 
dered a  frefh  fupply  of  prayer-books  and  re- 
ligiou3  trads  for  the  ufe  of  the  childn  i  and 
poor  in  Mr.  Bailey's  Miflion.  They  have  given 
him  diredions  to  fettle  a  fchool-martcr  at 
.  Granville,  and  they  have  it  in  contemplation, 
and  hope  foon  to  be  able,  to  fend  a  Minifter  to 
Digby,  and  two  more  to  be  fixed  in  fuch 
places  where  their  utility  fhall  appear  to  be 
moil  extended. 

It  is  with  great  concern  that  the  Society's 
apprehcnfions  have  been  confirmed  refpeding 
their  worthy  MifTionary  Mr.  John  Sayre,  who 
died  in  the  laft  fammer. 

Two  letters  have  been  received  from  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Wifwall,  Miflionary  at  Cornwallis, 
Sec.  by  which  the  Society  are  informed,  that 
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there  are  in  his  MifTion  700  families  living 
difperfed  and  remote,  in  an  extent  of  country 
about  40  miles  long,  and  12  broad,  among 
which  cnthuflafm  and  ignorance  prevail  greatly. 
It  is  his  intention  in  future  to  preach  laitures 
in  the  feveral  qu.  •  '  '.t  the  town.  Colonel 
Burbidge  and  the  Mr.  Beft  have  eredted, 

at  their  own  expence,  a  <mall  church  at  Corn- 
wall is,  and  made  it  over,  with  an  acre  of 
ground  for  a  burying  yard,  to  the  Miniftcr  for 
ever. 


There  are  only  ten  families  at  prefent  who" 
have  the  ability  to  contribute  to  his  kipport, 
the  reft  being  poor.  Thcfe  have  given  a  proof 
of  their  regard,  in  agreeing  to  build  him  an 
houfe  upon  the  Glebe,  which  in  its  prefent 
condition  rents  for  i  5  /.  per  ein?i.  Colonel  Bur- 
bidge has  given  50/.  towards  it,  and  Mr.  Bel- 
cher, the  other  church-warden,  finilhes  the 
article  at  his  own  expence.  He  preaches  at 
Horton  one  Sunday  in  every  month,  in  the 
Baptifts  meeting-houfe,  with  which  they  have 
accommodated  him. 

In  the  laft  fummer  he  vifitcd  Digby,  a  new 
tov/n  built  by  the  refugees,  in  which  there  are 
already  400  houfes,  but  no  Minifter  thereof 
any  denomination.  He  preached  there  to  a 
crouded  audience,  and  baptized  (cvtn  infants 
and  three  adult  Negroes.  In  his  own  parifh  he 
has  baptifed  17  infants,  buried  three  corpfes, 
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and  married  16  couple.  Communicants  about 
12.  He  rcquells  lume  prayer-books  aiul  imall 
traa.s,  which,  he  fays,  are  very  much  wanted 
in  thofe  parts.  The  Society  have  accordin^jl/ 
lent  him  a  fupply. 

No  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Eaglc- 
fon  in  the  lad  year. 

Mr.  Ellis,  MifTionary  at  Windfor,  acquaints 
the  Society,  that  the  great  influx  of  Grangers 
has  made  no  alteration  in  his  Million.  Some 
decent  church  families  have  fettled  as  tar  down 
as  Horton,  but  in  Windfor  they  fee  only  paf- 
fengers.  His  notitia  is  as  follows :  baptifms 
51  i  burials  17;  marriages  12  j  communi- 
cants 58. 

Canada. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  laft  year's  Abflrad 
that  Mr.  Doty,  formerly  the  Society's  Miffio- 
nary  at  Schenedady,  was  about  to  go  to  Canada, 
and  fettle  at  Sorrel,  where  it  was  fuppoied  he 
would  coUeft  a  congregation  of  Proteftants, 
and  be  very  ufefuUy  employed. 

The  Society  have  had  the  latishiaion  of 
hearing  of  his  fafe  arrival,  attcr  a  pallage  o^ 
eight  weeks  from  Gravefend,  and  have  rcafon 
to  conclude  that  this  appointment  will  fully 
anfwer  their  willies,  in  eiiiblifhing  a  regular 
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minillration  of  God's  word  and  facraments 
among  a  people  who  much  wanted  it,  and 
fecm  willing  to  receive  it.  He  landed  at  Que- 
bec on  the  12th  oF  June  lift,  ami  havmg  dc- 
livercd  the  Society's  letters  to  the  Governor, 
and  been  favored  with  his  approbation,  he  foon 
after  proceeded  to  the  place  of  his  delVmation. 
There  he  learnt  that  300  loyalifts  from  New 
York  had  jull  left  the  place,  and  gone  to  Ca- 
taracqui  to  lands  allotted  by  Government,  and 
were  forming  an  extcnfive  fettlcmcnt.  There 
remained  however  70  families  and  other  Pro- 
teftants  within  the  town  and  diftridl  of  Sorrel, 
Thefe,  though  of  a  mixed  fociety,  confifting 
of  Cliritiians  of  various  denominations,  do  all 
attend  on  divine  worfliip  ;  and  the  Lutherans 
confider  themfelves  as  members  of  our  church. 
Mr.  Doty  has  vilited  .noil  of  them.  The 
neareft  fettlement  is  diftant  about  five  miles, 
and  the  fartheft  about  nine  miles  from  the 
town.  Though  this  diftance  may  make  a  regu- 
lar attendance  at  church  fomewhat  inconve- 
nient, yet,  as  they  will  all  have  horfes  and 
Canadian  carriages,  he  hopes  every  difficulty 
will  be  furmounted. 

For  the  firft  four  or  five  weeks  he  performed 
divine  fervice  in  the  Romifli  chapel.  But  as 
that  indulgence  was  found  inconvenient  to  be 
continued,  he  got  the  pcrmilfion  of  the  com- 
manding officer  to  fit  up  a  barrack,  which  now 
accommodates  near  200  people,  in  which  they 
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alTemble  every  Lord's  'day,  commonly  about 
150.  Service  is  performed  twice  a  day;  \n 
the  moriiiiij^  Mr.  Doty  preaches;  in  thcatter- 
noon  he  ilelivtrs  a  Icdure  on  fomc  part  of  the 
Creed,  and  intends  to  proceed  in  like  minncr 
through  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  Lord's 
Prayer.  His  own  refidence  is  alio  a  barrack, 
but  'tis  hoped  his  people  will  foon  provide  him 
a  better  habitation. 

The  Society's  prayer-books  and  religious 
trads,  which  he  carried  out  with  him,  were 
very  gratefully  received  by  the  people,  and 
are  likely  to  anfwer  the  pious  purpofes  in- 
tended. He  only  laments  that  the  number,^ 
though  large,  was  not  equal  to  the  wants  of 
the  people.  The  Society  therefore  have  or- 
dered a  fredi  fupply. 

There  are  fettled  in  the  town  39  heads  of 
families  ;  in  the  diftrids  96.  In  all,  fmgle 
perfons  and  children,  368.  Since  July  he  had 
baptifed  only  one,  married  two  couple,  and 
buried  two. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stuart  ftill  continues  at  Mon- 
treal, defigning,  however,  as  foon  as  polVible, 
to  remove  into  the  new  fettlemcnts  ubout  Cii- 
taracqui  and  Kenti,  that  he  may  take  upon 
himfelf  his  oM  charge  of  the  Mohawk  In- 
dians. The  Society  have  received  two  letters 
from  him  in  the  courfe  of  the  year,  bearing

ditc  May  2C  anJ  July  17,  1784,  giving  this 
account  of  the  new  rctilen^ents  (;f  k)yal»lls  and 
Mohawk  Imiitins  in  the  places  ahovc-tncn- 
tinned.  A  part  of  the  Molnuvks  hud  removed 
the  precccding  lutunier  from  La  Chine  to  Nia- 
gara ;  the  remainder  went  Kill  May  to  the  Mxy 
of  Kcnti,  40  miles  rhovc  Cataracaui,  to  take 
jioflellion  of  lands  alllgncd  them  oy  the  Go- 
vernment. It  is  not  yet  determined  whether 
llie  whole  tribe,  together  with  their  brethren 
of  Con;»joharee,  will  unite  in  this  new  fettle- 
mcnt,  as  Captain  Brant,  with  a  numbejof  the 
i-;ohawk  and  Conajoharee  chiefs,  have  it  in 
contemplation  to  form  a  grand  fettlement  on  a 
river,  40  miles  above  Niagara,  on  the  Canada 
lide  the  lake,  being  incoraged  to  this  by 
the  mildncls  of  the  climate,  fertility  of  foil, 
and  convenience  for  hunting.  But  thofe  of 
the  Mohawks  who  are  gone  to  Kenti  intend 
to  remain  there,  in  hopes  of  having  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  Miilionary,  School-mafter  and 
Church.  For  this  purpofe  Mr.  Stuart  has  re- 
commended to  the  Society,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  Sir  J.  Johnfon  and  Colonel  Claus,  a 
Mr.  Lewis  Vincent,  a  young  Loietto  Indian, 
who  underftands  their  language,  is  a  good  in- 
terpreter, and  has  had  a  tolerable  education, 
and  gained  fome  competent  knowlege  both  of 
the  French  and  Englilh  languages,  to  be  the 
catechill  and  fchool-mafter  there.  And  the 
Society  have  accordingly  confirmed  the  ap- 
pointment. 
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On  the  «d  of  June  laft  Mr.  Stuart  himfclt* 
fct  out  on  a  viiit  tu  ihcfc  Moliawks,  taking  in 
his  way  all  the  new  fcttlcmcnts  oF  L«)yalills  on 
the  River  ami  Lake,  and  on  the  il^th  of  the 
fame  month  he  arrived  at  Niagara.  On  the: 
following  Sunday  he  preached  in  the  garrifon, 
and  in  the  afternoon,  to  Hnisfy  the  ^agcr  cx- 
pedations  of  the  Mohawks,  he  went  on  horfc- 
back  to  their  village,  about  nine  miles  diftaiit, 
and  orticiated  in  their  church.  After  a  Ihort 
intcrmilhon,  thty  returned  to  the  ciuirch, 
where  he  baptifed  78  infants  and  5  adults  ; 
the  latter  having  been  previoully  inrtru«itcd  by 
his  Indian  clerk,  who  regularly  reads  prayers 
on  a  Sunday,  and  lives  a  very  (ober  and  exem- 
plary life.  The  whole  was  concluded  with  a 
difcourfe  on  the  nature  and  deflgn  of  baptifm. 
It  was  a  very  affcding  fccne  to  Mr.  Stuart  to 
fee  thofe  afieaionate  people,  from  whom  he 
had  been  feparated  more  than  fcven  years,  af- 
fembled  together  in  a  decent  and  comnwdious 
church,  credted  chiefly  by  tHemfelves,  and 
with  the  grcatcft  feeming  devotion  and  gravity. 
Even  the  windows  were  crouded  with  thofc 
who  could  not  find  room  within  the  walls. 
The  concourfeof  Indians  was  unufually  great, 
owing  to  the  circumtlance  of  the  Oncidas, 
Cayugas,  and  Onondagas  being  fettled  in  the 
vicinity.  Before  Mr.  b'tuart  left  them  he  bap- 
tifed 24  chil .Irsn  and  married 6  couple.  On  his 
way  home  he  remained  fornc  time  at  Cataraqui, 
where  he  baptifed  all  rhe,  children  that  were 
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prefented  to  him,  and  hurled  one.  He  tiext 
proceeded  to  the  Hay  ol  Kcnti,  42  miles  dil- 
Cant,  and  was  kindly  received  by  the  Mo- 
hawks iettlcd  there,  who  were  hufy  in  huild- 
iiig  hortl'cs,  and  laying  the  Ibiindations  of  their 
new  village  named  Tyondcroga.  The  fchool- 
houfc  was  almoft  finirticd.  The  iituation  of 
this  fettlemcnt  is  really  beautiful ;  and  as  there 
arc  at  prefent  as  many  Loyalills  at  Cataraqui  as 
will  occupy  the  coafl  quite  to  the  Indian  buua- 
tlaries,  it  is  probable  that  it  will  foon  beconje 
a  place  of  confequencp. 

Thefc  loyal  Exiles  cxprefs  the  moft  anxious 
dcfireof  having  Clergymen  fen t  among  them, 
and  they  look  up  to  the  Society  for  aill (lance 
in  their  prefent  diilrefs.  The  Loyalifts  arc 
forming  fettlemcnts  on  the  river  St.  Lawrence, 
where,  doubtlefs,  the  Society's  bounty  may  in 
future  be  ufefully  beflowed.  liut  at  prelent, 
the  let  tiers  arc  fo  poor,  and  neccfllirily  difperfed 
alon^r  an  cxtenlive  fliorc,  that,  unlefs  fome  ex- 
traordinary fupport  is  given  by  Government, 
in  addition  to  the  exertions  of  the  Society,  it 
will  be  dillicult  for  Clergymen  to  fupport 
themfdves,  efpccially  if  they  have  families, 
till  the  colony  has  m;;dc  fome  progrcfs  in  cul- 
tivation, and  fome  afiillance  is  ii;ivcn  them  to- 
wards building  of  churches.  Thclc  firfl  ad- 
venturers will  not  be  able  to  procure  bread 
from  their  lands,  in  lefs  than  two  years,  and 
no  Clergyman  can  expc^  the  Icaft  alliilance 

from 
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from  his  parirtjioncrs  in  Icfn  than  Icvcn.  Since 
hii  laft  notitia,  the  number  of  biptilins,  in- 
cluding ihofc  ut  Niagara  and  aloti^  the  com- 
munication, is  173,  of  whicli  107  were  In- 
dians; marriugcs  17;  burials  13.

Pahamas. 

The  Society  have  received  information  tli.it 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Barker,  inllcad  of  rcturjung  it 
his  former  Million  at  I*rovidcncc  in  the  Ba- 
hamas, had  fettled  in  a  parilh  at  t!»c  Bermu- 
das, where  there  is  ii  legal  provifion  for  a 
Minifler,  They  have  fetU  directions  to  Mr. ' 
Seymour  to  take  that  Million,  and  were  in 
hopes  that  before  this  time  he  had  gotten  fafc 
thither  with  his  family  from  Au^ulUne;  but 
fince  this  Abllrad  went  to  the  prels,  tlic  lamen- 
table intelligence  has  been  brought  that  he  died 
in  his  pafTagc  to  the  Bahamas. 

Africa. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Quaquc,  the  Society's  Mlf- 
fionary  at  Cape  Coaft,  has  been  for  fome  months 
in  England  on  his  own  private  affairs.  In  his 
voyage  back  in  February  laft,  he  had  the  mif- 
fortune  to  meet  with  a  dreadful  ilorm  and  hur- 
ricane, by  which  he  fuftained  great  damage 
to  his  books,  apparel,  &c..  The  ihip  how- 
ever, after  much  danger,  made  the  port  of 
L 'Orient  in   France,  vvhcrc  Mr.  Quiquc  wa? 
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to  remain  till  lie  /hould  be  able  to  proreed  o,i 
his  voyage.

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And  as  there  has  been  a  provifion  made  by 
Government  for  four  Mifllons  in  the  Province 
of  New  Brunfwick  (which  was  lately  divided 
Irom   Nova   Scotiu)  the  Society  have  already 
recommended  two  of  their  Miflionaries,  Mr. 
Cooke,  formerly  of  Shrewlbury  in  New  Jer- 
ley,    and  Mr.    BeardHey,  of  Poghkeepfie   in 
New  York  Province,  to  fill  up  two  of  them,  in 
fuch  places  as  the  Goverhor  fliall  judge  proper. 
The  other  two  appointments  in  New  Brunf- 
wick  are  kept   open,  until    the    Society  can 
learn  to  vvhich  of  tlieir  Miifionaries  it  will  be 
moft  eligible  and  convenient  to  fettle  in  that 
country. 

But  refpeding  thofe  Ckrgymen  who  have, 
for  fome  time  paft,  been  unimployed,  and  to 
whom  it  is  not  convenient  to  undertake  any 
Miflion  at  prefent,  the  Society  have  not  thoujHit 
it  proper,  or  indeed  confilient  with  their  truil, 
to  continue  their  prefent  flipends  beyond  the 
fore-mentioned  period,  except  in  fome  cafes  of 
age,  infirmities,  or  diftrefs,  which  may  call  for 
a  particular  indulgence. 

Upon  this  principle  the  Society  has  with- 
drawn the  falaries  of  Dr.  Byles,  and  of  Mr. 
Odell ;  the  former  having  been  appointed  by 
Government  Chaplain  to  the  Garrifon  at  Hali- 
fax, with  which  duty  a  Miffion  at  a  diilance 
would  be  incompatible;  and  the  latter  being

Carleton. 

The  Society  alfo,  having  confidered  the  pre- 
carioufnels  of  their  funds,  depending  chiefly  on 
annual  fubfcriptions  and  voluntary  contribu- 
tions, have  judged  it  fitting  to  make  a  deauc- 
tion  from  the  falaries  of  th^  old  Miflions  in 
Nova  Scotia,  to  which  the  aid  of  Government, 
from  the  firit  fettlement  of  that  Province,  has 
been  extended,  and  where  the  people  are  nov/ 
in  a  capacity  to  contiibute  to  their  fupport. 
By  this  means  they  will  be  the  better  inabled 
to  provide  for  fuch  Miffionarics  as  will  foon 
be  fent  amcng  the  indigent  and  fcattered  fct- 
tlers,  who  cannot,  at  prefent,  be  fuppofed  to 
contribute  in  any  degree  to  the  maintenance  of 
their  Minifters. 

The  Society  being  thus  obliged,  by  their 
Charter,  to  apply  the  fubfcriptions  and  other 
contributions  by  them  received  to  the  Frop.y^a' 
tion  fjfthe  Gojpei  in  Foreign  Parts,  under  the  ^»7- 
minicn  of  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  bcng 
accountable  for  fuch  application,  they  rcfiet 
the  unhappy  events  which  conline  their  l.ibors 
to  the  Colonies  remaining  under  His  Majcny's 
fovereignty.  It  is  fo  far  from  their  thoughts 
to  alienate  their  aflfedtions  from  their  brethren 
of  the  Church  of  England,  now  under  ano- 
ther Government,  that  they  look  back  with 
comfort  at  the  good  they  have  done  for  many 

years 
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years  pafV,  in  propagating  our  Holy  religion, 
as  it  is  profciTcd  by  the  eltabliaicd  Church  of 
England  ;  and  it  is  their  carncfl  vvifli  and 
prayer,  that  their  zeal  may  continue  to  bring 
forth  the  fruit  they  aimed  at,  of  pure  religion 
and  virtue;  and  that  the  true  members  of'our 
Church,  under  whatever  civil  government  they 
live,  may  not  ceafe  to  be  kindly  afFcdioned  to- 
wards us.  And  although  the  Society  are  under 
the  melancholy  necefllty  of  declaring  void  the 
office  of  fuch  Miffionaries  as  are  no  longer  fub- 
jeds  to  His  Majefty,  they  do  it  with  as  tender 
a  regard  to  particular  cafes  as  the  nature  and 
circumftances  of  their  truft  will  admit,  they 
having  always  been  ready  to  give  every  polTibre 
attention  to  the  dillrefs  of  any  meritorious  per- 
fons  in  their  ierwce. 
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^  The  Society,  fVom  their  firft  inftitution,  ta- 
king into  their  ferious  confideration  the  abfolute 
necelTity  there  is,  tbat  thofe  Clergymen,  who 
(hall  be  fent  abroad,  fhould  be  duly  qualified  for 
the  work  to  which  they  are  appointed,  defire 
every  one,  who  recommends  any  perfon  to  them 
for  that  purpofe,  to  teftify  their  knovvlege,  as 
to  the  follow'ng  particulars :

2.  His  condition  of  life,  wh(

And  the  Society  requeft  all  perfons  concerned, 
that  they  recommend  no  man  out  of  favor  or 
affedtion,  or  any  other  worldly  confideration,  but 
with  a  fincere  regard  to  the  honor  of  Almighty 
God,  and  our  blefled  Savior  j  as  they  tender 
the  intereft  of  the  Chriftian  Religion,  and  the 
good  of  mens  fouls. 

But  if  any  perfon  (hould  appea--  abroad  in 
the  charadter  of  a  Clergyman  of  :he  Churcli  of 
England,  and  diigrace  that  profeifion  by  im- 
proper behavior,  the  Society  defire  their  friends 
to  examine,  if  they  can,  into  his  Letten  of 
Orders,  and  to  infpeft  the  lift  of  the  Mif- 
fionaries  annually  publiftied  by  the  Society  by 
which  it  will  be  found,  that  he  came  thither 
without  their  knowlege  j  or  if  it  fhould  hap- 
pen otherwife,  they  will  upon  due  information 
put  away  from  them  that  wicked  perfon. 
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EXTRACT  from  the  Instructions 
given  to  the  Clergy  employed  by  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  thi  Gojpel 
in  Foreign  Parts. 


I. 


Firft,  IVith  refpcSi  to  Themfdvef. 

THAT  they  always  keep  in  their 
view  the  great  Delign  of  their  under- 
taking, 17/2:.  To  promote  the  Glory  of  Al- 
mighty God,  and  the  Salvation  of  Men,  by 
propagating  the  Gofpel  of  "our  Lord  and  Sa- 
vior.

II.  That  they  often  confidcr  the  Qualifica- 
tions requifite  fpr  thofe,  v/ho;  would  effedualiy 
promote  this  defign,  viz.  A  found  knowlegc 
and  hearty  belief  of  the  Chriftian  religion  j  an 
apoftolical  zeal,  tempered  with  prudence,  hu- 
mility, meeknefs  and  patience  ;  a  fervent  cha- 
rity towards  the  fouls  of  men  j  and,  finally, 
that  temperance,  fortitude,  and  conftancy, which 
become  good  foldiers  of  Jefus  Cbrift.
